Oarbondale’s Supply Good for Three
Years Without a Drop of Rain.

The work of clearing Hrownell's
pwamp preparatory to the construction
of annther huge reservolr Is steadily
progressing. Many men and teams
have been ongaged there all summer
and the work yet to be done will keep
thera busy until cold weather sets in
In the spring the erection of a dam
neross No, 3 gorge will be commeneced,
The masonry will be fifty feet high
and several hundred feet long. While
not large the dam, owing to the favor-
able topography of the territory, will
flood an Immense area—about 100 acres.

No. 4 reservoilr contalns 260,000,000
gallons and the new one will hold 700,-
000,000, 1n these two reservolrs enough
witer muy be stored to last Carbondale
three years without a single drop of
rain and with No. 7 pond, Stillwaler
dam—nearly three miles long—Crystal
and Newton lakes and Mountain pond
to draw from the entire Lackawanna
villey eould be supplied with water
in case of a drought such as was ex-
perienced throe yeurs aro when water
tradns wore run from this cliy.

The water of the lakes mentioned
reach thig city through the Fullbrook
company’s gystem which |2 also being
improved by the construction of a pipe
line nearer the source of supply.

The resull of these changes ought to
b cheaper waler for POWET PUrposes,
With inexhaustible quantity and ample
elevation water motors should become
